The figures do not represent all industrial accidents which actually 
occurred during the year because: 


(i) they refer to claims closed; 


(ii) in the case of non-fatal accidents, they include only 
those which resulted in absence from work for one week 
or more; 


only accidents coming within the scope of the Workers! 
Compensation Act are included in the statistics, which 
therefore exclude industrial accidents resulting in the 

death of, or injury to, seif~-employed persons and persons 
employed by the Australian Government, (Compensation for 
Australian Government employees is provided by the 

Compensation (Australian Government Employees) Act 1971-1974, ) 


the statistics include only accidents occurring at the 
work site or in the course of the worker's normal duties 
and do not therefore include 'journey' cases, i.e, death 
of, or injury to, an employee while travelling between 
his place of residence and the place of employment, 
During the year ended 30 June 1975, 356 claims were 
reported closed in respect of ‘journey’ cases involving 
loss of work of one week or more, the total time lost

The statistics relate only to accidents, and particulars of cases of 
industrial disease are therefore excluded, 


For the purpose of these statistics, each claim is treated as a separate 
industrial accident and data are prepared from details of claims reported closed 
during the year under review (in this instance, the year ended 30 June 1975). In 
respect of reopened claims, the additional time lost and additional costs are 
included in the tables but, to avoid duplication, such cases have been excluded 
from the numbers of accidents shown, Reopened claims reported closed in 1974=+75 
numbered 1,861 and represented 6,229 weeks' time lost, equivalent to 7.3 per cent 
of the total time lost (see table on page 20), 


The following notes on terms used should be borne in mind when 
considering the data shown in the tables, 


Time lost means the total time lost (i.e. from date of injury) in respect of 
claims reported closed during the year, The term is therefore not necessarily 
restricted to time lost during the year under review, since the accident may 
have occurred in an earlier year, 


Cost of claims means the total amount of payments made (principally in the form 
' of compensation for loss of wages, and for medical and hospital expenses, and 
lump-sum settlements) in respect of claims reported closed during the year. 
The figures do not therefore necessarily represent amounts actually paid in 
the year under review,

Accident factor means ‘that underlying agency, other than human failing, which 
appears to contribute most materially to an accident and which would be most

SPECIAL NOTE, The Workers' Compensation Act Amendment Act, 1973, effective from 

27 December 1973, provided for substantial increases in benefits. For example, 

the maximum total statutory payment to or on behalf of a worker in respect of loss 
of earnings was $13,136 prior to 27 December 1973, $21,819 from 27 December 1973, 
and $26,229 from 1 July 1974, The year 1974-75 was the first full year of operation 
of the amending Act. During this period, medical fees and hospital charges also 
Showed large increases, 


These factors should be taken into account if comparison is made between 
statistics relating to Cost of claims as shown in this bulletin and those published 
in earlier issues, 


Figures appearing in Tables 1 and 9 relating to the number of weeks lost 
have been rounded to the nearest whole week without making those adjustments which 
would be needed to make the rounded figures add to the rounded total.
